Fifty-three-year-old Laddie Dance is one 
of only two auctioneers who will work the 
Saratoga yearling sales next month in up¬ 
state New York. He doesn't need the money. 
In fact, the four yearlings he and his wife. 
Jinny, will consign to that same auction are 
expected to bring over half a million dollars. 

"I still sell (as an auctioneer) because I 
enjoy it," says the Marylander. "I've been 
selling at Saratoga since 1948. And Ralph 
Retler, the man who shares the stand with 
me, has been doing it since 1951. If we don't 
know each other by now, I guess we never 
will." 

Although it is as a horse auctioneer that 
Laddie achieves his greatest public expo- 




sure, it is his horse breeding business which 
generates his principal personal income. 

"It takes about $300,000 a year," says Mr. 
Dance, "to run our farm (located in Glen¬ 
coe), and we've made money every year ex¬ 
cept one. I've got to think that $500,000 is a 
conservative figure for the four yearlings 
we'll sell next month. It might be closer to 
$750,000." 

Heading the four-horse consignment is a 
filly by The Minstrel out of Society Column. 
Laddie thinks she "has" to bring $300,000. 
Her half-brother (Present the Colors by 
Hoist the Flag) was sold by the Dances at 
Saratoga in 1978 for $550,000. So far, Present 
the Colors remains a maiden after two starts, 


both in 1980 at Santa Anita. But Present the 
Colors has a 4-year-old full brother (retained 
by the Dances and named Crown Thy Good) 
who is a stakes-placed winner of over 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The other three yearlings consigned by the 
Dances' Taylor's Purchase farm are all 
colts—by King Pellinore, Blade and Soy 
Numero Uno. Of the three. Laddie rates the 
King Pellinore (out of Guest Room) as the 
most valuable. He appraises him at $75 to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Both the Blade (out of Your Place Or Mine) 
and the Soy Numero Uno (out of In Trust) 
are pegged at $50 to $60,000.

Except for Blade, all of the sires are first 
crop horses, meaning that their oldest foals 
are yearlings. 

Stallion shares owned by Taylor's Pur¬ 
chase include ones in The Minstrel, Alleged, 
Exceller, Mr. Leader, Soy Numero Uno and 
Text. 

The broodmare band numbers five: Guest 
Room (purchased at the 1966 Keeneland 
Summer sale for $40,000); Your Place Or 
Mine (purchased at the 1976 Hialeah Two- 
Year-Old sale for $60,000); In Trust (pur¬ 
chased at the 1972 Keeneland Summer sale 
for $50,000); Society Column (purchased at 
the 1968 Keeneland Summer sale for 
$26,500), and another mare (Hooray Hooray) 
owned totally by Mrs. Dance instead of 
Taylor's Purchase farm. 

Overall worth of the Dance horse inven¬ 
tory? 

A knowledgeable horseman recently esti¬ 
mated it to be somewhere between six and 
eight million dollars. 

Overseeing the 320-acre farm is Julian R. 
(Bobby) Hale who has been Dance's farm 
manager ever since the first horse (Dinner 
Ring) was brought on the property in 1967. 
Bobby is assisted by Gordon Derouchie and 
William H. Green. All three men live on the 
farm—Bobby in a house built for him and the 
other two in large apartments overtop the 
farm's ten-stall bam. 

Asked if the beautiful but small bam 
wasn't a bit short on stalls for such a multi¬ 
million dollar operation. Laddie answered: 
"We don't want any more than ten stalls, 
because that physically restricts us to a small 
operation. If I had a lot of stalls. I'd be temp¬ 
ted to keep too many horses. This way, I 
know what the farm's capacity is and we 
have to restrict ourselves to it. The result is 
that we're forever culling out—hoping to 
eliminate (through auction sales) the least 
productive animals. Our goal is a small, neat 
operation. And although we have 320 acres, 
we use only 60 acres for the horses." 

As a general rule, Taylor's Purchase sells 
all of its colts as yearlings—either at Saratoga 
or at Fasig-Tipton of Kentucky. Fillies are 
sometimes retained for racing and breeding 

Yearling colts by Blade, Soy Numero Uno 
and King Pellinore are led by Laddie Dance, 
Gordon Derouchie and Bobby Hale. 


("they're so valuable, we couldn't afford to 
go out and buy them on today's market"). 
Occasionally, a colt or two is kept by the 
Dances and, more rarely, a colt is purchased 
by the farm at an auction. 

Roger Laurin trains the Taylor's Purchase 
stable. Roger is a son of Lucien Laurin, the 
man who trained Secretariat. 

"You know," says Laddie, "when we 
bought a share in Secretariat (in 1973) for 
$190,000, a lot of people thought we were 
crazy. But that share turned out to be a su¬ 
perb investment. I sold it last fall for 
$365,000. And, additionally, we have sold 
sons and daughters of Secretariat for 
$480,000. And, on top of that, we have three 
Secretariats (a 2-year-old, a yearling and a 
suckling) that we still own." 

Despite the magnitude of money involved 
in Dance's horse breeding enterprise, he still 
works as an auctioneer in Maryland, Florida, 
California, Kentucky, Canada and New 
York. 

"I love the excitement of it," explains the 
short, stocky man who was bom to the auc¬ 
tion business (his late father, Milton Dance 
Sr., headed his own Towson-based auction 
company which sold almost everything ex¬ 
cept livestock). 

"I was out sick for a few months a couple 
of years ago when I had a serious operation. 
But thank God I recovered. I've been an aw¬ 
ful lucky man. In many ways, believe

Even now, Anne Milne finds her role as a horse farm manager ridicu¬ 
lously improbable. A grandmother of two, Ms. Milne was for many years 
an organist, choir director and school teacher. Never once in her studies 
at Toronto's Roval Conservatory or Baltimore's Peabody Institute did she 
give a thought to horses. Manage a horse farm? As likely as managing a 
baseball team, she thought. 

But Anne's life took some unpredictable turns. 

She suffered a stroke while teaching in the Baltimore school system, 
began searching for a different type of employment and (through the 
interest of her two daughters in horse shows) became a friend of a race 
track trainer. 

From the race tracks, she moved to horse farm work, and in that job she 
met another farm owner who needed her as a nurse, cook, farm assistant 
and business associate. 

Music Teacher Now 
Horse Farm Manager

That was how Anne Milne wound up seven years ago at Warren M. 
Lockwood's Round Table Farm in Howard county. 

Mr. Lockwood, 58 years old when he died March 8, was a big man who 
lived in pain as the result of crippling injuries sustained in a 1972 auto¬ 
mobile accident. He walked (with two canes) in a shuffling manner. He 
toured his 108-acre horse farm in a golf cart which (after a ramp was built) 
he parked on his front porch. 

When Anne went to work for him, Mr. Lockwood was living on "ham 
and cheese sandwiches." Although he had three children (two live in 
California, the other in New York), the retired building contractor (who 
had been divorced for "about 20 years") was living alone. 

In his will, Warren bequeathed his Round Table Farm to his 28-year-old 
son, Wayne. This youngest of the three children (the others are Warren 
Jr., 32, and Diane Mario, 30) was the one most interested in horses. But he 
works in New York as an "independent film maker," and visits his 
Woodbine farm "every other week." 

It is Anne Milne who lives on a day-to-day basis in the main house, and 
it is she who bosses the farm help (of whom one is her daughter Sheila 
who lives in a trailer with her own 3-vear-old daughter). 

Right now, Anne's principal task is to change the Lockwood farm from 
being "almost private" to becoming "mostly commercial."

"I hate to see the broodmare band Warren 
built up being sold," says Ms. Milne, "but 
they have to go so that the taxes can be paid. 
After they're sold, we'll have two left owned 
by either Wayne or me. Then we'll look 
around for boarders. We can do everything 
here, including the breaking of yearlings." 

How interested is Wayne in seeing the 
horse operation maintained? 

He replies: "This farm is a personal and 
sentimental thing for me. It was my father's 
dream, and, as a tribute to him, I want to see 
it prosper. If it is successful, then I'll pay 
increasingly more attention to it. If it's a big 
loser? At my stage of life, I can't afford a rich 
man's hobby." 

Anne doesn't think the farm will prove a 
financial burden, but she's wise to the ways 
of the horse business—meaning that a 
horseman's best laid plans are only occasion¬ 
ally consummated. 

"So many freak things happen," she says. 
"Take Warren's automobile accident. He 
was driving alone at 5:30 in the morning in 
his Mercedes. He was a half-mile from the 
farm on Route 94 when he slid off the road 
and hit a telephone pole. Dazed by the im¬ 
pact, he got out of the car and walked into a 
highly charged electrical wire. For three 
weeks he was in University Hospital's Shock 
Trauma unit. Then he stayed for months in 
the hospital and never lived another day 
without some degree of pain. And he was a 
big man, too. 

"When I went to work for him, he 
weighed 300 pounds. Gradually, with his 
cooperation, I got him down to 250. It's dou¬ 
bly hard for a man of that size to get around 
on canes, crutches or anything else. He had 
an awful lot of heart. And he loved the horse 
business." 

Mr. Lockwood had been building up his 
broodmare band for 16 years—ever since he 
acquired his farm in 1964. At the time of his 
death, he owned six mares, eight yearlings 
and 2-year-olds and four horses in training. 

His best was Tom Tom Talk who placed in 
both the 1979 Maryland Futurity and the 
1980 Prince Georges Stakes. The colt is by 
Mr. Lockwood's own stallion Talk About 
Luck who still stands at Round Table Farm 


but is owned now by Mr. Lockwood's good 
friend and trusted veterinarian Roger Scul- 
lin. 

The six broodmares left by Mr. Lockwood 
range from some which are highly valuable 
to others which have no market appeal. All 
are well bred, their value depending totally 
on their reproductive future. 

Explains Ms. Milne: "Warren liked to buy 
mares with fashionable pedigrees that had 
breeding problems. He was a man with a 
great deal of patience, and he had tremen¬ 
dous respect for Dr. Scullin's veterinary 
judgment. So some of the problem mares 
(like Colnesian, a full sister to the dam of 
Nasty and Bold, winner of $337,942) got 
straightened out, and some (like Arctic Lake, 
a Nearctic mare and a half-sister to $358,951 
earner Victorian Prince) did not." 

Colnesian had her first foal in 1980 is now 
in foal to Tell from a March cover. She is in 
Kentucky, in the process of being sold. Arc¬ 
tic Lake is still at Round Table Farm, having 
failed to produce a foal for five years. 

Of the six mares, only Dark Cherry (1974, 
Gallant Native—Universal Fruit) and Su¬ 
zanne F. (1963, Promised Land—Kindness) 
are likely to be retained. The others are Blue 
Needles (1966, Needles—Blue Missy) and 
For Whom (1966, Thinking Cap—Bell Tone). 

In Anne's opinion, the Lockwood horse 
inventory was at its highest value at the time 
of Warren's death. 

"It was," she said, "like he had worked for 
years to get together a nice group of mares. 
He finally had them, and then he died." 

Although Mr. Lockwood had had a heart 
attack more than a year ago, his death was 
unexpected. 

"He was watching the University of Mary¬ 
land basketball game on television," recalls 
Ms. Milne. "We had just finished dinner and 
I was cleaning up in the kitchen. He hollered 
to me: 'Anne, fix me a sandwich. I'm still 
hungry.' 

"I told him to forget the sandwich. That he 
had had enough to eat. 

"A few minutes later, I heard this terrible 
sound from him. I went in the room and he 
was slumped in his chair. We had an oxygen 
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Music Teacher continued 

tank right there in the room. I tried to revive 

him with it. But he was gone." 

It had been at the nearby horse farm of 
owner-trainer-breeder Donald C. Bradley 
that Anne and Warren first met. 

"Bradley had Warren to Christmas dinner 
in 1972," says Anne. "I was working for 
Bradley then—lived in the house Judy John¬ 
son used to have when Chick Welsh owned 
that farm. 

"It was Bradley's idea that I could help 
Warren out. 

"I don't mean to imply that Warren was a 
lonely cripple who didn't do his share of 
work. Quite the contrary—he was vigorous 
and, I think, happy with his farm and his 
horses. 

"But the fact remained that he did need 
some sort of day-to-day support. And he 
needed it everywhere—in the bam, in the 
house, even in the kitchen. 

"I remember that Warren said to me when 
we were talking about the job: 'Lady, I like to 
eat.' And I replied, 'Mister, I like to cook.' 

"We laughed. And I guess that, instead of 
a handshake, sealed the deal." 

Had it not been for the stroke she suffered 
as a school teacher, Ms. Milne would never 
have wound up on a horse farm. 

Says the former teacher: "I enjoyed work¬ 
ing with handicapped children. In fact. I'd 
like to get back into that part of teaching. But 


the undisciplined normal children were the 
ones that did me in. Fortunately, I was 
young and my stroke was mild. But I still 
have trouble with the vision in my right eye 
and my right hand is less than perfect. 

"Then, while I was recovering, my two 
girls (Sheila and Laurie) got interested in 
horse shows. Molly Maslin took them under 
her wing—she was the one who got the kids 
a pony. 

"Molly later suggested to me that working 
with horses would be something that would 
keep me busy. So I got a job walking hots 
and then grooming horses for Billy Christ¬ 
mas. I went after a few months from Christ¬ 
mas to Bradley and then moved to his Witch¬ 
ing Hour Farm. 

"For the last seven years. I've been here 
with Warren, doing whatever needed to be 
done. 

"He could do a lot for himself. Like handle 
the books, the correspondence, mow the 
fields—anything where he could be sitting 
down. And he was awful good to work for. 
He bought me an organ two years ago and 
gave me Colnesian's first foal (a filly by Talk 
About Luck) as a present." 

Looking up from her desk, situated in the 
farm house living room, Anne Milne looked 
pensively out the front window. 

"Life," she said, "is certainly strange." 

And there in a comer of the room, you 
could almost hear Warren chuckling. □

Good Fortune Hits 
Elberton Hill Farm

Frank Hopkins is hoping for a full 
book next year for his stallion Berkley Prince. 

Since 1975, the 55-year-old businessman 
and horse breeder (with the coiffure of a 
marine drill sergeant) has stood the 14-year- 
old son of Rash Prince and the Tip-Toe mare 
Betrayed at his 100-acre Elberton Hill Farm 
near Darlington, Md. Although the $121,810 
stakes winner had shown promise, it was 
not until last December that he had his first 
stakes winner. 

After Weber City Miss scored in a division 
of Laurel's 1979 Cameo Stakes, Hopkins felt 
she had the ability to become a Maryland 
champion. The 3-year-old filly took a major 
step toward vindicating his belief by win¬ 
ning both the Hilltop and then the Grade II 
Black-Eyed Susan Stakes at Pimlico this 
year. 

But the late spring success of the pro tern 
leader of the Maryland-bred division had 
only a marginal effect upon her sire's 1980 
book of mares. Still, Hopkins is upping the 
horse's 1981 stud fee to $1,500 live foal. 

"Compare his average earnings per run¬ 
ner ($15,019) and per start ($749) to the fig¬ 
ures for the mares he serviced's produce by 
other stallions—$10,666 and $357," pointed 
out the graying grandfather, from a pedigree 
summary contained in The Thoroughbred Rec¬ 
ord. "Remember these numbers don't in¬ 
clude any results from 1980. We think he has 
proven himself worthy of a higher stud fee. 

"Also look at the difference a filly like 
Phoebe's Donkey made in Son Excellence's 
popularity. Before she came along he stood 
for $500. After she won the Cameo, Flirtation 


and Wistful Stakes (as well as finishing sec¬ 
ond to Davona Dale in the Black-Eyed Su¬ 
san) and $142,325, his stud fee doubled and 
he had a full book last year. We hope Weber 
City Miss ($161,184) will have a similar im¬ 
pact on Berkley Prince." 

The Hopkinses have never enjoyed such 
good fortune at a race meeting as they did 
last spring at Pimlico. 

"Seven wins by Elberton Hill Farm-breds 
during the meet, and Weber City Miss—con¬ 
ceived, foaled and raised here—winning 
three out of four. That's the best we have 
ever done," said Frank's wife, Martha. "I 
don't know if we can ever repeat one like it. 

"We all had such a good time. It's funny 
how racing luck goes." 

A few years ago Elberton Hill Farm stood 
as many as six stallions and had an overall 
equine population three to four times as 
large as the current number (approximately 
25). Now Berkley Prince is the only stallion 
on the farm. Accompanying him at the Har¬ 
ford county nursery are three mares and 
foals, a couple of yearlings, a convalescing 
race horse and several broodmares. 

One of Berkley Prince's trademarks he 
seems to pass on to his progeny is his chest¬ 
nut color, usually containing an abundance 
of white hairs, making many of them very 
close to roan. At Elberton Hill there are two 
yearling fillies and three foals sired by him, 
all possessing his white-haired chestnut 

Berkley Prince, sire of leading Maryland-bred 
3-year-old filly Weber City Miss, has stood 
at Frank Hopkins' farm in Darlington since 1975. 
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stamp. One yearling filly has a large white 
spot on her hind end, resembling a bleach 
stain, while the other has many fine white 
hairs throughout her coat. The three foals, 
from the mares Bet Before Buy, Lochinvar's 
Reel and Lady Damion, each have this color 
trait in varying degrees. 

Berkley Prince, winner of the Michigan 
and Ohio Derbies as well as the Jennings 
Handicap, is a horse surrounded by Harford 
county connections. Bred and raised by Bel 
Air attorney John E. Clark, he was sold pri¬ 
vately as a yearling for $3,000 to the partner¬ 
ship of Philip S. Heisler and Virgil Chris¬ 


topher. Trained by former MHBA president 
Billy Boniface, the 16.2-hand horse was re¬ 
tired to stud in 1972 at Boniface's Bonita 
Farm. In 1975, Berkley Prince was moved to 
Frank Hopkins' Elberton Hill Farm. 

"We have the facilities here for a large 
number of horses," said Hopkins, chairman 
of the MHBA Breeder Forum Committee, in 
addition to serving on three other commit¬ 
tees. "We have over 80 stalls, an indoor 
breeding shed, numerous turnout paddocks 
and several large pastures. 

"There is little doubt this is a good setting 
for a horse farm," he added, pointing out 
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Elberton Hill continued 

Tom Barry's Ardmore Farm, Peter Jay's 
Windmill Hill Farm and Harold Herman's 
Red Oak Farm as close neighbors. "The gen¬ 
tle rolling terrain and high lime content of 
the soil, we feel, builds good horses." 

For Hopkins, whose association with the 
MHBA goes back to the mid-60's, horse 
breeding is his second occupation, the first 
being his employment as director of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce field office in Bal¬ 
timore. 

Martha and three of their four children 
help him with the farm work in some capac¬ 
ity. Their interest has been considerably re¬ 
juvenated by the success of their horses in 
recent months. 

For the past few years Elberton Hill's farm 
manager had been Frank's younger son 
Mike, 21. But with Mike's recent appoint¬

ment as stable manager at Delaware Park, a 
track with 1,450 stalls, his farm duties have 
been lessened. Frank Jr., 24, an employee of 
Eastern Stainless Steel, helps out on week¬ 
ends and whenever possible during the 
week. During his vacation, he plans to drive 
for Morrissey Horse Transportation, prob¬ 
ably hauling sales horses to Kentucky. The 
younger daughter Amy, 15, who teaches rid¬ 
ing lessons regularly at a nearby camp, is on 
hand daily. Boo, 29, the eldest of the four 
Hopkins children, is married to Brady Chris¬ 
mer. They have an 18-month-old daughter, 
Kate, and are expecting another baby this 
summer. 

Last year, as the Hopkins family was 
growing accustomed to their new grand¬ 
daughter, Berkley Prince's stakes winner 
had yet to race. Now, as they prepare to 
welcome their second grandchild, he is the 
sire of the top 3-year-old Maryland-bred filly 
running. If their fortunes continue at the 
present rate, there will be plenty of family 
members to help in a flourishing breeding 
operation centered around Berkley Prince. □

Mrs. Lacoste's 
Yearling Choice 
Turns Out Well

Cornelia Lacoste has never had a "big 
horse." 

In fact, the 64-year-old Harford county 
farm girl has never even saddled a stakes 
winner during her 30 years as a licensed 
horse trainer. 

But Mrs. Lacoste has become newsworthy 
in recent months—not because of the ex¬ 
ploits of her relatively cheap four-horse sta¬ 
ble (quartered at Timonium) but rather be¬ 
cause of a broodmare named One Spot 
which she purchased 12 years ago for Einar 
A. Helsing. 

One Spot, bought as a yearling, raced four 
years (mostly in claiming races) in Mr. Hel- 
sing's colors. When retired to stud, it was 
logical that the unexceptional filly be sent to 
a Fallston (Md.) farm owned by Mrs. La¬ 
coste's brother Milton Martin. And there at 
Rose Hill Farm, One Spot has made a name 
for herself—producing two excellent stakes 
winners. Spot Two ($145,690) and Rolling 
Mill ($48,069). 

Both stakes winners were bred by Helsing, 
a 78-year-old retired Washington (D.C.) 
paving contractor. 


Recalling her 1968 acquisition of One Spot 
(who went on to win five races and $24,505), 
Mrs. Lacoste said: 

"I was riding around with a blacksmith 
looking at horses in Virginia and we went to 
Windward Farm near Front Royal where 
they showed us a yearling filly (One Spot) 
who had a slight club foot and had been 
rejected from the Eastern Fall Sale. Her 
breeder, E.W. Bowen, was unhappy and 
wanted her sold. He offered me a package 
deal with another filly named Cozeno for 
$3,500. I called Mr. Helsing and he sent Mr. 
Bowen a check the next day. That's when 1 
took them home." 

The significance of the purchase was not 
realized until nearly a decade later. 

While both fillies broke their maidens in 
Helsing's colors under Lacoste's handling, 
Cozeno (by Cochise) was lost in a claiming 
race. In 1973 One Spot produced her first 
foal, an Ambernash filly named Amber Spot 
($8,862) and was bred back to Haglev, a 
Hickory Tree Farm stallion renowned for 
speed. This mating produced Spot Two, 
winner of the Milady and Queen Anne 
Handicaps in 1978. One Spot was returned 
to Haglev in 1974, 1976 and 1978 and from 
those covers came the colt Spotaglee 
($31,744), the filly Rolling Mill who now as a 
3-year-old has captured the $25,000 Queens¬ 
town Stakes (at Bowie last month) while 
never finishing worse than second in seven 
starts and the unraced 2-vear-old fillv What a 
Spot. 

For Helsing, who maintains homes in 
Florida and Maryland, the two fillies. Spot 
Two and Rolling Mill, represent his only 
stakes winners as a breeder after campaign¬ 
ing horses for nearly 40 years. Mrs. Lacoste 
first met Helsing in the 1940's when the con¬ 
tractor hired her late husband, Albert J. La¬ 
coste, as his trainer. Upon Albert's death in 
1968, Mr. Helsing turned his small stable 
over to Cornelia. 

The Lacostes had married in 1948, follow¬ 
ing a romance which began in a Bel Air bowl¬ 
ing alley. 

They had a typical racetracker lifestvle— 
the girl giving up her farm chores in favor of 
stable areas in Louisiana, Florida, Arkansas, 
New England and Maryland. She accom- 
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LaCOSte continued 

panied her husband to Tropical Park, the 
Fair Grounds, Oaklawn, Rockingham Park 
and Narragansett during the 1940's, 50's and 
60's. They also worked the now defunct half 
milers: Cumberland, Hagerstown, Marlboro 
and Bel Air. In 1965 Albert was Charles 
Town's leading trainer and Cornelia was as¬ 
sisting him in every aspect of a relatively 
large operation which that year resulted in 73 
winners from 386 starters. 

"Albert and I traveled everywhere," she 
said. "We got to see this country like few 
others ever will. What a great way to see the 
world." 

Among Albert's stakes horses was Happy 
Memories, winner of Thistledown's Ohio 
Endurance Handicap during the mid-50's. 
Since their 20-year marriage produced no 
children, when he died Cornelia continued 
to do what she does best—train horses. Her 
top horse, allowance-winning Somebody's 
Star, was retired last winter and is now in 
foal to Rock Talk. 

When One Spot stopped racing, Helsing 
began boarding her at Rose Hill Farm. All of 
the *Cavan mare's foals were born and raised 
on the 200-acre farm. 

For generations Rose Hill had been a dairy 
operation. Two nearby farms, at one time 
comprising a large tract of land owned by the 
Martin family, were also run bv by the Mar¬ 
tins. Brandywine Farm, owned by Cornelia's 
and Milton's grandfather, was an attractive 
expanse of land containing rolling hills and 
woodlands bordering Old Fallston road. 
During the 60's it was sold for a housing 
subdivision of the same name. Marino Farm, 
consisting of 54 acres, was run by an uncle 
but has been owned bv Cornelia for quite 
some time. A 24-stall barn on the property, 
housing turnouts and broodmares, was built 
with the help of her late husband about the 
same time Milton became actively involved 
in horses. 

"I remember talking Milton out of the 
dairv business," said Cornelia, referring to 
her brother's occupational change. "He was 
milking those cows twice a dav 365 days a 
vear, sometimes putting in 60 to 70-hour 
weeks. It was too much work. I told him we 
could make enough monev breeding and 
boarding horses. So we got rid of the dairy 


cows in the mid-60's and got into the horse 
business. 

"Right now there are around 25 horses on 
Rose Hill and Marino, including four mares 
and foals, eight yearlings, six broodmares 
and the stallion Silent Song. We haven't dis¬ 
posed of bovine livestock entirely though. 
Milton keeps about 45 steers, selling off a few 
whenever the market is good." 

The dairyman's hours have carried over 
into his routine with the horses. Arising at 
4:15, he and his wife Helen begin work at 
4:45. Cornelia, who lives with Milton and 
Helen in their tum-of-the-centurv white 
farm house where she was raised, leaves for 
Timonium around 5:00. The farm's chores 
are then handled by the Martins and Mrs. 
Martin's brother, Joe Meise. Once the horses 
are fed and turned out, they get in the pickup 
and drive a mile or two down Laurel Brook 
road to duplicate the procedure at Cornelia's 
farm. 

By the time the remainder of the work 
(teasing, breeding, repairs to layups, muck¬ 
ing out stalls) on both farms is completed, it 
is lunch time. Shortlv afterwards, Meise 
usually hustles off to his air-conditioning 
and heating business while Milton tends to 
the 20 acres of sweet com and hav as well as 
another 20 acres of silage com he grows for 
the steers. But the horses are the primarv 
focus of their attention. 

Among the yearlings at Rose Hill is a half- 
sister to Rolling Mill and Spot Two. Bv Limit 
to Reason, this fillv (Spot One) is a compact 
chestnut and an attractive sales candidate, 
although Helsing wants to keep his lone 
Thoroughbred possession and race her him¬ 
self. He sold Rolling Mill for 535,000 at the 
1978 Eastern Fall Sale and her half-brother 
by Rock Talk, One O'Clock Rock, brought 
$36,000 at the MHBA 2-year-olds in training 
sale earlier the same year. A 2-vear-old half- 
sister, What a Spot, was sold privately. 

One Spot, Helsing's 13-vear-old stakes 
producer, was sold last fall to Kentucky

horse breeder Warner L. Jones Jr. for a re¬ 
ported figure of $75,000. But Helsing has no 
intention of leaving the horse business. His 
son Butch shares his enthusiasm, having 
been a trainer for a short time. He is currently 
a licensed farrier. 

The yearlings at Rose Hill which are not 
sold or taken away by their owners to be 
broken elsewhere are schooled by Cornelia 
with the help of Skeets Holland, who does 
all the riding. These horses are then 
groomed either for sale as 2-vear-olds or 
Mrs. Lacoste's stable. 

Besides foaling and sales, another annual 
occasion looked forward to is the arrival of 
the Baltimore Colts football team and their 
families for a summertime cookout. Spon¬ 
sored by team owner Robert Irsay/ the event 
gives the players a chance to relax together 
without being harassed by members of the 
press and autograph seekers. The party 
started a few years ago when Mrs. Dick Szy- 
manski, wife of the team's general manager, 
planned the inaugural bash with the help of 
her longtime friend Helen Martin. It has 
been a yearly occurrence since. The Rose Hill 
contingent tells incredible tales of the play¬ 
ers' appetities which rival those of the farm's 
cross-bred herd of Black Angus and Charo- 
lais steers. 

Another incident creating a stir in Cornelia 
Lacoste's career involves a horse she cur¬ 
rently trains. A cause celebre named A Star 
Bloomed attracted much attention when 
lawyers for Genuine Risk searched for a pre¬ 
cedent in preparing their appeal of the stew¬ 
ards' decision regarding this year's Preak- 
ness. 

During the Timonium meet last summer, 
A Star Bloomed won the second race on Au¬ 
gust 30 by four and a half lengths, only to be 
disqualified and placed fourth for cutting off 
and impeding a rival in the earlv stretch. 
Upon viewing replays of the race, Cornelia 
felt the disqualification had been unfair. She 
appealed the stewards' decision to the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission last September. 
The commission overruled its stewards, 
awarding the $1,800 purse to Mrs. Lacoste. 

"I figured it was like a strike at the ball 
game,'' admitted Mrs. Lacoste. ''I did not 
expect it (the reversal) at all. That was the

biggest surprise of my life to get that purse 
back." 

Bedded down beside A Star Bloomed in 
the Lacoste stable are three other horses. 
Very Starry, a 3-year-old full brother to 
Somebody's Star, is a handsome chestnut 
very similar in appearance to the $27,893- 
eamer. Soft Star is described by her trainer 
(who is distantly related by marriage to the 
French tennis player and status-creating 
clothier Rene Lacoste) as a "very fast filly 
with loads of talent." The 2-year-old Jazzi¬ 
est, by Silent Song and owned bv Milton 
Martin, is expected to debut at the upcoming 
Timonium meet. 

Starting daily at 5:30, Mrs. Lacoste works 
with her horses until noon, returning home 
for lunch on days when she has no runners. 
Her afternoons are spent in her one-acre 
garden which is meticulously tended. The 
garden's produce not only rivals that of the 
late Jim Crockett's Victory Garden, but also 
fills her freezer to capacity. 

Being a throwback to the old half-milers, 
Cornelia Lacoste employs the tried and true 
remedies, whether it be to eradicate pests 
from her garden or to cure injuries to her 
horses. Even without a stakes winner of her 
own, she has managed to get by on horse 
sense, experience and occasional good for¬ 
tune. □

Yesterday's Headliners 


The Lady Beside 
Humphrey Finney

Posed in front of her living room fire¬ 
place, dressed in an Elizabeth Arden gown, 
Olive Finney stood elegantlv prepared for 
her first and onlv formal photographic por¬ 
trait. 

just as the fateful shutter was about to 
click, however, Humphrev Finnev decided 
not to leave his wife alone in the limelight. 
He got up from his reading and, bringing the 
newspaper with him, he joined his wife in 
front of the camera dressed in a sports coat, 
sports shirt and loafers. 

That moment developed into a warm por¬ 
trait of the couple, later printed in Mr. Fin- 
nev's autobiography, "Fair Exchange," writ¬ 
ten bv Raleigh S. Burroughs (Scribners, 
1974). 

Olive Finnev remains disgruntled to this 
dav. Not that she minded her husband get¬ 
ting in the picture. "Finnev never could let 
someone else get all the attention," she re¬ 
lates indulgentlv. "But his clothes . . . We 
look ridiculous." 

The Finnevs are celebrating their golden 
wedding anniversarv this month. Married 
Julv 19, 1930, in a rural Anne Arundel countv 
church, thev started life together while Mr. 
Finnev was still a stud groom on Sylvester 
W. Labrot's Hollv Beach Farm. 

Practicallv evervone who knew Hum¬ 
phrev Finnev during his subsequently great 


career—as farm manager, writer, show 
judge, magazine editor, promoter and sales 
company officer—also felt the implacablv 
correct hand of Olive Finnev. Mrs. Finney 
has remained in the background all these 
vears, making sure the clothing matched. 

Basically uninterested in horses ("l guess 
you could sav I have a passive interest; I 
remember more about the people than the 
horses"), Mrs. Finney has served as her hus¬ 
band's traveling companion and confidante, 
zealouslv guarding his health and graciouslv 
entertaining his manv associates. 

Their Versailles, Kv., home with its rich 
old-fashioned scent of furniture wax and 
fine linen, is still a world of candlelight din¬ 
ners and fingerbowls, where Mrs. Finnev 
bakes her own bread and devotes her off- 
minutes to needlepoint. 

She grew up in a tiny community called St. 
Margarets, between the Severn and Ma- 
gothv Rivers outside of Annapolis, where 
her father worked as a contractor and builder 
and her paternal grandfather operated a can¬ 
ning factory and a lumber mill. While not 
exactlv a distinguished background, her 
earlv vears supplied Mrs. Finnev with a cer¬ 
tain practical approach to life. 

Mismatched clothing-wise, the Finneys 
stand beneath a portrait of his grandfather, 
the Reverend William Henry Finney. 
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Finney continued 

"Finnev has such a wonderful heritage. 
His people were all clergymen and law¬ 
yers—professional people—and mine were 
anything but. They were just good, hardy 
stock. 

"Mv father's father, George Macev, was a 
little despot who came over from England 
and had a wife and family here. Then his 
wife died; he went back to England and 
courted another woman without telling her 
he already had children in this country. She 
found out after she had agreed to marry him, 
so she decided to go ahead and marry him 
anyway. That was my grandmother, Char¬ 
lotte Macev. She raised his five children, 
along with eight of their own—one of whom 
was my father," Mrs. Finney says. 

"My grandmother was a wonderful wo¬ 
man. I used to go over to her house every 
afternoon and have calico tea with cookies or 
walnuts and apples. She taught me how to 
make horseradish and cut potatoes for plant¬ 
ing. I learned a lot from her," Mrs. Finney 
adds. 

There was no electricity or central heating 
(although they did have plumbing) in the 
house where Mrs. Finnev was raised. They 
lived in the "real" country; she attended a 
genuine one-room school. 

"My father, Oliver Macev, never kept ani¬ 
mals or had a farm," explains Mrs. Finnev. 
"He had ten acres of land, which my brother 
still owns. He built and remodeled houses, 
and built seawalls; he had no education, be¬ 
cause as soon as they were old enough he 
and his brothers went to work in the canning 
factory. Actually they canned tomatoes in 
the summer and cut wood for mv grand¬ 
father's lumber yard in the winter." 

Mrs. Finney's mother, Marguerite Bauer, 
came from the Svkesville area of Carroll 
county. (Although her father died in 1940, 
her mother lived until November, 1975, and 
frequently staved with the Finneys in her 
later years.) 

The oldest of four children, Mrs. Finney 
says she and her brothers and sisters learned 
to build their own toys, and play with things 
like the scrap lumber they found lying 
around. Her brother, Ralph W. Macev, who 
retired as a carpenter just recently, never 
moved away from the family land; one sister 


was killed in an automobile accident at age 
12; her younger sister. Sue, is married to 
Harwood Strange, a former DuPont execu¬ 
tive now retired and living in Chesapeake 
City, Md. 

"In the seventh grade I started attending 
Annapolis elementary school, and I gradu¬ 
ated from Annapolis High School in 1930," 
relates Mrs. Finney. "I did well in school, but 
I wasn't outstanding. There wasn't enough 
money to send me to college and I wasn't 
bright enough to get a scholarship. 

"I was 19 years old when I married Finney. 
Marriage was the answer for me and it al¬ 
ways has been. Ours was not a marriage of 
convenience, though. It was the real thing." 

Young Olive Macev was president of the 
Young People's Association of St. Mar¬ 
garet's Protestant Episcopal Church when 
she met Humphrey Finney. 

"Finnev had grown up in the church (his 
father and grandfather were clergymen), 
and he came to the local church looking for 
friends. (Holly Beach was only a few miles 
a wav from the Macevs' home.) 

"There were two other girls in my age 
group and we met every Friday afternoon 
after school to make and freeze ice cream for 
the dance that was held at the church every 
Friday night. 

"Finnev didn't have a car, then when he 
got one he was boarding with Mrs. Tilghman 
at the dairy, so he asked Mrs. Tilghman who 
he should call. He said 'I'll toss a coin,' and 
she said 'Oh, call Olive.' That's how we had 
our first date. We saw each other steadily for 
two years before we were married. We got 
engaged Thanksgiving Dav, 1929," recalls 
Mrs. Finnev. 

Her parents had no misgivings about Mr. 
Finnev or his chosen line of work, but some 
of her relatives were displeased, according to 
Mrs. Finnev. 

"Some of mv relatives thought it was terri¬ 
ble the wav nobody knew anything about 
Finnev except what he told us himself," she 
says. All of Mr. Finney's relatives were, of 
course, still back in England. 

Young Olive Macey, who met her husband 
at St. Margaret's church in Anne Arundel county, 
is shown about the time of her 1930 marriage. 
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"But before we were married I had a letter 
from every single member of his family in¬ 
troducing themselves and saying how 
pleased thev were Finney had found some¬ 
one he wanted to marrv," Mrs. Finney re¬ 
counts. 

"We started our wedding trip with a new 
car—a Willett which we had for years. Back 
in those davs I used to help Finney make 
charts for the breeding of the mares. That 
wav I felt familiar with all the names; it was 
fun," she savs of her earlv vears as a horse¬ 
man's wife. 

The Finnevs' first child, Pat (now married 
to Armv Colonel Marcus Hansen and herself 
the mother of three grown sons), was born 
nine months and one week after their mar¬ 
riage. The other two children, Marge (assis¬ 
tant editor of The Maryland Horse and 
mother of three teenaged girls) and John 
(president of Fasig-Tipton and father of a 
teenaged bov and girl), followed, each born 
19 months apart. 

Still an involved mother, grandmother, 
and great-grandmother (one of Pat's sons 
has two children), Mrs. Finnev enjoyed rais¬ 



ing children. "We were luckv, because Hollv 
Beach was such a beautiful place to live. 
Once I got the children into a routine, every¬ 
thing went smoothly. And even though we 
didn't have much money, help was easv to 

find. I had someone to help me with the 
cleaning (at Hollv Beach)—although she 
wasn't very good I figured I'd rather have 
someone else do that, and take care of the 
children myself." 

Never allowed to cook while growing up 
("Mv father said he'd suffered through mv 
mother's learning to cook and mv husband 
would have to suffer with me"), Mrs. Finnev 
taught herself with cookbooks. She learned 
how to entertain formally bv reading and 
being entertained. 

"I never had anv qualms about giving par¬ 
ties, although the onlv reallv big parties I 
ever gave were during the sales (after Mr. 
Finnev had become a Fasig-Tipton executive 
in the 1950's)," Mrs. Finnev explains. "If Fin¬ 
nev wanted it done, I did it." 

Traveling was her favorite part of Mr. Fin- 
nev's job. 

"Actually I didn't do much traveling with 
Finnev until the children were prettv well 
grown. Mv mother came and staved with the 
children when I did go back then. But over 
the vears I've learned a lot and done a lot and 
seen a lot—in England, Ireland, France, New 
Zealand, Australia, Japan, Alaska, the Phili¬ 
ppines, Hong Kong . . . Of course thev were 
all horse places and horse people, but that's 

fine, " she savs. 

On their travels close to home, Mrs. Fin¬ 
nev usually drove the car. "I love to drive 
and Finnev is a terrible driver. He didn't care 
about it. After we moved to Lexington (in 
1963), Finnev started inspecting all the year¬ 
lings going to Saratoga from here, and we 
also drove around a lot of what 1 called the 
visiting firemen—prominent horse people 
from other countries. I used to know all the 
back roads. While thev were out looking at 
horses, I'd be doing the needlepoint I'd 
brought along." 

As a "grandmother's project," Mrs. Fin¬ 
nev bred Welsh corgis back in the earlv 
1960's, with the goal of producing one dog 
for each of her grandchildren. One of the 
most harrowing experiences of her life came 
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Finney continued 

in 1963, when her bitch Taffy whelped in the 
car on the wav home from Saratoga. 

"I let someone else do the driving, and I 
delivered the puppies in the back seat as the 
car moved," Mrs. Finnev remembers. "She 
wasn't due for another ten davs. We ended 
up naming the puppies after towns along the 
way—Brewster, Bedford, Croton Falls . . ." 

Manv years ago, the Finnevs initiated 
another sort of informal project that gives 
Mrs. Finnev great pleasure. Young people 
often come to live with them for months at a 
time while engaged in work/studv type pro¬ 
jects with Fasig-Tipton. 

"We've had a bov from Australia, two 
from New Zealand, two from Ireland, one 
from England. In Connecticut Finnev's Brit¬ 
ish niece and nephew came to stay for 
awhile. It's very rewarding to have them 
come back and show us how well they're 
doing; some of them are now running their 
own farms," Mrs. Finnev explains. "Thev 
keep us company and give us an interest in 
life. I have someone I can ask to bring in the 
wood or carry out the garbage, too, although 
that certainly isn't the reason they're here." 


Alan Cooper, son of Dublin bloodstock 
agent Tom Cooper, the Finnevs' current 
guest, talked about coming "home" to their 
house the second week he was there, then 
hesitated a moment. But Mrs. Finnev was 
delighted. "I want them to think of this as 
their home while they're here," she declares. 

Describing her life as "not exciting, but 
comfortable and happy," Mrs. Finnev re¬ 
mains in good health, except for some ar¬ 
thritis and high blood pressure. 

If she'd had the time to work outside her 
home over the vears she might have liked 
volunteering in a children's hospital, where 
she could take the children out for recrea¬ 
tional activities. Or mavbe she could have 
taught needlepoint or knitting or worked in a 
bookstore. 

"But mostly I've had mv nose to the grind¬ 
stone right here," savs Mrs. Finnev, who is 
needlepointing a backgammon board while 
she talks. "This was a Christmas gift from 
mv granddaughter who taught me to plav 
the game," she explains. "She had promised 
me a set but this is what I got. Bv the time I 
finish it she'll have to teach me all over 
again!" □

Obituaries 


Edward B. Townsend 

Edward B. Townsend, a retired race horse 
trainer, died in his sleep last month at his 
home in Laurel. Mr. Townsend, 73, had 
been an associate member of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association since 1968. He 
gave up his public stable more than ten years 
ago and had in recent years done engineer¬ 
ing work. 

John A.B. Fisher 

John Alexander Barker Fisher, retired 
president of American Totalisator Company, 
died in Baltimore last month at age 69. Mr. 
Fisher was a graduate of Gilman School and 
later attended Princeton. He worked 42 
years for Americal Totalisator, retiring in 
1975 as president and chairman of the com¬ 
pany's board of directors. 

Henry Gervais 

Henry J. Gervais, longtime trainer, died 
suddenly last month in a Baltimore hospital. 
Mr. Gervais, 68, was a native of New Or¬ 
leans and resided in Owings Mills. 

Dr. Donald E. Mules 

Dr. Donald E. Mules, a 56-year-old Monk- 
ton veterinarian, died of a heart attack last 
month while working in the garden of his 
Baltimore county home. 

Dr. Mules had moved with his family to 
Maryland in 1960 from North Carolina. He 
operated a general veterinary practice in Jar- 
rettsville for ten years, then began specializ¬ 
ing in horses. 

In 1974 he was convicted on federal 
charges of improper record-keeping in the 
dispensation of drugs and was sentenced to 
a federal penitentiary for three years. Dr. 
Mules consistently maintained his inno¬ 
cence and served only a portion of his term. 

His veterinarv license was never sus¬ 
pended, and, upon his release from prison, 
he returned to his Jarrettsville hospital.

Firestone Buys Stallion 

Kimball C. Firestone has announced 
the purchase of European-raced Sifounas for 
1981 stud dutv at his 220-acre Glenstone 
Farm near Middletown, Md. 

Sifounas, a 4-vear-old, is a graded stakes 
winner in Italy. He is bv Secretariat out of 
*Trevisana, the latter being a full sister to 
Argentine champion *Forli. 

As a weanling, Sifounas set an all-time 
sales record when he sold at Keeneland for 
5370,000, the highest price ever paid at pub¬ 
lic auction for a horse of less than one vear of 
age. 

Trained in Europe by Francois Boutin, Si¬ 
founas this year won the Premio Ellington 
(Grade II) and was second in the Premio 
Carlo Porta (Grade III). He also finished 
third this vear in France's Prix du Bois- 
Roussel. 

Mr. Firestone, who bought the colt in part¬ 
nership with Barrv Weisbord, intends to race 
Sifounas in Europe for the balance of the 
year, bringing him to Maryland in ample 
time for the 1981 breeding season. 

Although the plan is to eventually syndi¬ 
cate Sifounas for breeding purposes. Fire¬ 
stone and Weisbord are offering to a limited 
number of individuals the opportunity to 
purchase units representing 10 per cent 
ownership in the colt. Purchasers would 
participate on a pro rata basis in the colt's 
racing activities until he is retired, at which 
time each unit would be converted, for 
breeding purposes, into four shares. 

Sifounas, stakes-winning 4-year-old son 

of Secretariat and *Trevisana currently racing 
in Europe, will stand the 1981 season 
at Kimball C. Firestone's Glenstone Farm. 


Racing units are being offered at 575,000, 
payable over three years. 

Sifounas has been unplaced only three 
times in 12 starts, winning twice, with earn¬ 
ings of over 550,000. 

Vice-president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association and head of its sales 
committee. Firestone quit his Washington- 
based job with Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company four years ago so that he could 
devote all of his time and energy to the horse 
business. 

Son of Leonard Firestone, former Ambas¬ 
sador to Belgium, and grandson of Harvev 
Firestone, who founded the internationally 
known tire and rubber firm in 1900, Kim was 
born and raised in Los Angeles. Following 
graduation from Stanford, he joined the 
family firm. In 1969 he and wife Laurie came 
to Washington to handle government rela¬ 
tions. 

Now in his mid 40's, Firestone has been in 
the horse business 13 years. Most appro¬ 
priately, he began with a 1967 Keeneland 
yearling he named Rubber Game. She never 
started. With Billv Dixon as trainer, the Fire¬ 
stone stable had its biggest success to date 




when Groan defeated Move Abroad and Ri- 
dent Miss in the 1974 Virginia Belle Stakes at 
Bowie. The fillv has since become a stakes 
producer, her son Moan placing in the Mary¬ 
land Futurity and Survivor Stakes. 

Several vears ago Firestone bought a pack¬ 
age of 20 of Windfields' lesser yearlings in a 
telephone auction conducted bv Fasig-Tip- 
ton Company. Offered with a reserve of 
$80,000, Firestone outbid Billy Boniface for 
the lot, getting them for $89,000. Firestone 
later resold the package at various sales. 

Giving freelv of his time to causes he feels 
are worthwhile. Firestone has projected 
himself not onlv as "a comer" in Maryland 
racing and breeding circles, but "a doer" as 
well. Whether in buying stallion shares, in¬ 
vesting in mares or laving out a new barn. 
Firestone has committed himself to excel¬ 
lence. 

In setting up Glenstone Farm, he had be¬ 
fore him the goal of getting a good stallion to 
head up the stud. He flew over to France last 
month to inspect Sifounas, and was much 
taken with the striking chestnut who has so 
much Secretariat about him. 

There are three sons of Secretariat stand¬ 
ing at stud in Maryland this year, and all 
have been well received. Thev are Brilliant 
Protege (half-brother to Majestic Light, Fluo¬ 
rescent Light and Celestial Lights), Cold Re¬ 
ception and Medaille d'Or. 

General Excellence Award 

The Maryland Horse was judged best in 
general excellence among magazines of the 
5,000-15,000 circulation class at the Ameri¬ 
can Horse Publications Association's annual 
awards dinner held hast month in Washing¬ 
ton. 


In addition to winning the general excel¬ 
lence award, the magazine placed first in the 
class for best black and white editorial photo¬ 
graph with a picture of a carriage and groom 
taken bv Cappv Jackson. 

Two second place awards were earned bv 
Robert Eldredge for his layout of stories en¬ 
titled "Here In Camelot" and "She's A 
Blacksmith." 

Additionally, Neena Ewing captured third 
place in the advertising layout category with 
an ad titled "Mixed Sale." 

Streaker Colt Wins 

A yearling Maryland-bred colt owned and 
exhibited by Mr. and Mrs. J. Warren Streaker 
won the colt division of the National Year¬ 
ling Futurity at Radnor last month. The colt, 
a son of Get Going Doc, earned $1,125 from 
cash awards which, for the entire show, to¬ 
taled $7,500. 

In order to compete, four payments were 
required for nomination and eligibility fees. 
The first was $10 on December 30, 1978; the 
second was $15 on June 30, 1979; the third 
was $25 on December 31, 1979, and the 
fourth was $50 on March 31, 1980. 

The Streakers operate Gonaway Farm in 
Lisbon, Md., where they stand Get Going 
Doc and his half-brother, Whats Up Doc. 
Get Going Doc, a son of Rejected, stands for 
a fee of $350. 

Although over 200 yearlings were eligible 
for the show, the actual ring count was 32— 
15 in the colt division and 17 in the filly 
division. 

After winning his division, the Get Going 
Doc—Onekama colt met the filly winner for 
the grand championship, and it was the lat¬ 
ter who won, the Streaker colt being pinned 
with the reserve championship ribbon. 




Can We 



IVIaryland racing has a long history of 
consolidation, starting with the purchase of 
Havre de Grace, then Cumberland, followed 
by Bel Air and Baltimore Raceway and finally 
Hagerstown and Marlboro. All of this con¬ 
solidation was financed by the remaining 
four Thoroughbred tracks. 


The apparent advantages in consolidation 
are: 

1. Elimination of racing at the less produc¬ 
tive tracks and the transfer of their rac¬ 
ing days to the more productive. 

2. Elimination of overhead costs of main¬ 
taining the abandoned plants. 

3. Concentration of funds for improve¬ 
ments to the remaining tracks. 

There is no difficulty in consolidation as 
far as racing days are concerned, but we are 
now at the point where problems might oc¬ 
cur in the areas of stabling and training. If 
one mile track is abandoned we eliminate 
1,000 stalls and a race strip. It must be de¬ 
termined if the Maryland racing industry can 
afford this loss, and whether racing can con¬ 
tinue when one of the two remaining mile 
tracks is closed for repairs. 

If we can't exist with two tracks and we 
have to maintain the consolidated track as a 
training center, there will be precious little 
elimination of expense and no concentration 
of funds for future improvements. 

This next step in the consolidation pro¬ 
gram is too big a bite for the tracks to swal¬ 
low. The State of Maryland must help and it 
can. 

Mile racing can be expected to attract 
$260,000,000 in betting annually. One per 
cent of this ($2,600,000) can finance the ac¬ 
quisition of one of the mile tracks and main¬ 
tain it as a training center. This one per cent 
would reduce the state's share of the betting 
dollar from 4.09 per cent to 3.09 per cent. 


Timonium is something else. It races for 42 
days and there are trainers who race in 
Maryland but who will not race at Timon¬ 
ium. These trainers feel that they are being 
forced either to lay up for 42 days or race 
out-of-state. In order to get stalls at out-of- 
state tracks, they must often leave Maryland 
during the mile track season. The mile tracks 
feel that this exodus of horses decreases their 
attendance and betting. 

Timonium, on the other hand, believes 
that racing is a valuable adjunct to its fair and, 
without a doubt, they are correct. It is prob¬ 
ably just as correct to say that Timonium's 
fair is a valuable adjunct to racing, because it 
is probable that the Timonium fair brought 
many of our fans into racing. 

There is nothing wrong with conducting 
Thoroughbred racing at Timonium. The 
problem is with the length of the race meet¬ 
ing. If Timonium confined its racing to the 
eight-day duration of the fair, there would 
be no exodus of horses. This eight-day meet¬ 
ing could start and end on Sundays. Neigh¬ 
borhood groups which object to race traffic 
would be happy to accept two Sundays and 
six weekdays for 42 days of racing. 

Timonium owns those racing days. As a 
matter of fact it paid $600,000 for 12 of them. 
If they surrender days, they would be en¬ 
titled to payment for them. 

If we were to decide on construction of a 
new super track it would have to be located 
somewhere between Baltimore and Wash¬ 
ington and, with year-round racing, would 
have to be on or near a highway sufficient to 
absorb its daily traffic. It would require at 
least 600 acres somewhat removed from 
populated areas and the inevitable problems 
and protests associated with the public. In its 
remoteness it would be free to run day or 
night and on Sunday. 

It would require 2,500 stalls with two dirt 
tracks, a grass track and a training track. 







Afford Consolidation?

Living accommodation for 800 people would 
have to be provided. Stands, parking and 
patron accommodations whould have to ex¬ 
ceed anything provided by the present mile 
tracks. Access roads would be private roads 
direct to the highway which serves it. 

It would cost a lot of money. The existing 
tracks would have to be bought up. Con¬ 
struction costs for the super track would be 
high and land near highways is expensive. If 
Maryland will do as New Jersey did (reduce 
the State tax to V 2 of 1 per cent), some 
$10,000,000 would be provided annually. 

The question is, will $10,000,000 annually 
do the job? To answer this question, we can 
look at the analysis made by the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority on the costs 
of construction and financing the rebuilding 
of Garden State. 

That statement from the Exposition 
Authority follows: 

"The New Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority is hopeful that the Garden State 
racetrack can be rebuilt, but it ruled itself out 
of that job at this time. Robert E. Mulcahy III, 
the authority's executive director, testifing 
before the special forum of the New Jersey 
Racing Commission, said that 'escalating 
construction costs and prohibitive financing 
costs make it impossible in today's unstable 
market for us to get involved.' 

"Mulcahy made public a series of docu¬ 
mented financial projections which put a 
$83,195,000 price tag on the rebuilding pro¬ 
ject. 'We have taken a conservative approach 
to costs and an optimistic approach to rev¬ 
enues, and the numbers still don't come out 
in a way that would permit us to undertake 
the Garden State Park rebuilding,' he testi¬ 
fied. 

"Mulcahy said in part: 'The Sports 
Authority has spent a great deal of time and 


money looking at ways that would lead to 
the rebuilding of this track. We have consis¬ 
tently taken the point of view that the re¬ 
building of Garden State Park is important to 
the state and important to our facility. A full 
circuit of racing in the state is certainly a 
matter of vital interest to us at the Meadow- 
lands. 

" 'With this in mind, we looked at the 
Garden State project from all aspects. What 
can be built and for how much? What is a 
realistic projection of revenues? Is financing 
available in today's chaotic money market? 
We sought the help of architects and ac¬ 
countants, horsemen and marketing special¬ 
ists in getting the answer. 

" 'Let me share with you the hard number 
that resulted. 

" 'I suggest to you that the figures before 
us could only lead to one decision on the part 
of a public authority that has a great respon¬ 
sibility to its present and potential bond 
holders. 

" 'It may well be that others can interpret 
these same figures in a way that will permit 
them to take the risk that we cannot. 

" 'The New Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority and its staff will continue to coop¬ 
erate with this commission in any responsi¬ 
ble plan that is in the best interests of the 
racing industry in our state.' " 

There are several differences in the situa¬ 
tion in Maryland and New Jersey but the two 
important ones are: 

1. T/\e damage done by the tragic fire at 
Garden State was confined primarily to 
the grandstand and clubhouse. Garden 
State at the present time is functioning 
as a stabling and training center. The 
Maryland super track would have to be 
started from scratch. 

2. In New Jersey, only one track has to be 
acquired. In Maryland there are four. □

IVathleen C. Beer, polo enthusiast, artist 
and author, reports that Potomac is opening 
two new polo fields while also building a 
club house, "making it the best equipped 
middle Atlantic club." 

The club has also gained an outstanding 
player in Dr. Christian Zimmerman, former 
president of the Argentinian Polo Associa¬ 
tion, reports Mrs. Beer. Dr. Zimmerman 
"has brought his ponies with him and will 
have three sons and a groom playing for us." 

In her report, Mrs. Beer adds: "We will 
have various Argentinian guests this year, 
plus an English team. 

"And the Baltimore area has finally begun 
to surface in the polo scene, but it's through 
the distaff side. Garrison Forest School has 
established a team and is full of enthusiasm. 
On their schedule is a game with the Po¬ 
tomac ladies." 

But Mrs. Beer wryly notes that Potomac 
can never catch up as a polo center with the 
area in south Florida where "there are three 
great polo complexes within a radius of 20 
miles." 

Describing south Florida as the world's 
"most active international polo center," Mrs. 
Beer reports that this past winter she wit¬ 
nessed games there which attracted players 
from Argentina, Colombia, Germany, Eng¬ 
land, Australia, Mexico, Kenya and El Sal¬ 
vador. 

"Spectators were from nearly every nation 
in the world and notables were legion," 
writes Mrs. Beer. "Royalty was paramount 
with HRH Charles, the Prince of Wales, 
playing in two exhibitions and presenting

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has eight fields. Although it has been the 
home of serious high goal polo for many 
years, it is now vastly improved with a new 
complex spread over 1,000 acres. 

"At nearby Gulfstream in Lake Worth, 
polo is dedicated more to the low and me¬ 
dium goal players. Approximately 70 players 
compete there on five fields. Some of the 
players have bought acreage and built 
homes and stables in this polo community. 


Wellington (in West Palm Beach) has nine 
fields and will have 1,600 condominiums sit¬ 
uated around facilities built for polo, golf and 
tennis." 

Will Maryland's polo players ever enjoy 
such facilities here at home? 

"I think not," says Mrs. Beer, "but we still 
have a great time in Potomac—and we are 
improving." □

r\lvin, I'm going to have the vapors," 
complained Peggy Rosenberg. But Alvin ig¬ 
nored the lady. He's used to his wife's chat¬ 
tering. 

At that moment Alvin was in conversation 
with the head hamessmaker at Giddens 
about a very special order he just had to have 
by the next day. The Baltimore insurance 
broker who drives his three coach horses 
abreast about the Maryland countryside was 
ordering a new set of reins. 

"I don't care where we go," continued 
Peggy to no one in particular and everyone 
in general, "Alvin will always find a hamess¬ 
maker." 

For all of the chatter and semi-insults, 
neither Alvin nor Peggy Rosenberg was in 
the slightest way upset with each other—this 
is the way they go on no matter where they 
are. At that moment they were in a fourth- 
floor harness workroom about two miles 
from Trafalgar Square in London. 

Both are a delight, sometimes exhausting 
and always funny. Alvin is about five feet 


seven, built like a jockey, and claims he 
weighs 140 pounds. 

"Make that 130 pounds," says Peggy. 

The pair was Maryland's total representa¬ 
tion among the 280 members of the Carriage 
Club of America delegation who flew to Eng¬ 
land for the Windsor Horse Show and a joint 
meeting with their British counterparts at the 
Royal Mews at Buckingham Palace. What a 
time the Rosenbergs and the rest of the car¬ 
riage people had! 

Consider, for instance, champagne by the 
barrel in the courtyard of the Mews with 
Princess Anne passing pleasantries. Every 
door was opened to the stables, the harness 
rooms and the parking places where the car¬ 
riages are kept. There was even a formal 
dinner for maybe 400 in the Mews' riding 
hall where tables were set up. That evening 
the dirt floor of the arena was covered with 
spotless white canvas. 

The five-day Windsor Horse Show held 
later in the week fills three rings and this year 
was smiled upon by the gods—not one drop 
of rain fell during that second week in May. 












Carriage Club continued 

The Windsor show is like the best horse 
show ever produced and perhaps more col¬ 
orful. The top jumping riders in England 
rode in open classes and some people turned 
away when they discovered things even 
more exciting to see. 

Take the grand drive-in of the British Car¬ 
riage Qub staged in the main ring on the 
concluding day. Ninety-one carriages pa¬ 
raded and each was near perfection in har¬ 
ness, costume, vehicle and all that goes to 
make a great display. 

Several times the mounted bands of the 
Household Cavalry flowed into the main 
ring, led by those often photographed skew¬ 
bald horses packing kettledrums. Horsemen 
watching along the rail marveled at the walk¬ 
ing gait of the black horses of the bandsmen, 
the white mounts of the trumpeters and the 
drum horses. Always in formation, the hors¬ 
es moved at three-quarters the speed of a 
normal horse's walk. 

There were performances, too, by the 
Royal Horse Artillery. Seventy-six officers 
and men, all mounted on black chargers. 


along with six cannons and limbers, each 
pulled by six horses, galloped into the ring. 
For possibly ten minutes they maneuvered. 
Only when they stopped to fire the cannons 
did their gallop stop. It seemed that a fall by 
any horse could be near fatal during his hair- 
raising musical ride. "Most exciting horse 
thing I've ever seen," said Peggy. 

Prince Philip and some 21 other drivers 
entered the Windsor Show's international 
driving grand prix. Each contestant drove a 
team of four matched horses through dres¬ 
sage, cross-country and obstacle courses 
over a period of three days. People who 
seem to know about such things said each 
turnout costs about $100,000 not counting 
salaries, shipping and other items. 

While the vehicles look like an old fash¬ 
ioned carriage, they aren't. Automobile

shock absorbers are attached to the axles and 
the new, specially built competition car¬ 
riages have disc brakes. Wheels and the car¬ 
riage body are mostly steel. 

Prince Philip finished second driving a 
team owned by the Queen. The winner was 
another Englishman named George Bow¬ 
man who, despite his red hair and ruddy 
complexion, reminds one of John Wayne. 
Bowman is, reportedly, self-made. He is 
friendly, a tremendous personality and he 
has no airs. 

Two American teams were air freighted 
over for the competition and, while elegant, 
finished well out of the money. 

Windsor Castle, which has to be one of the 
prettier royal houses, sits high on a hill over¬ 
looking the horse show grounds and noth¬ 
ing is done to block the view of th£ great 
house. Some of the coach horses were sta¬ 
bled near the castle and others stayed at 
nearby Ascot race track. There was no sta¬ 
bling on the grounds. 

In that land of $2.60 a U. S. gallon of gaso¬ 
line, there seems to be no shortage of cash 
among the horsey set. Elaborate horse 
vans—many factory-built of wood—were 


everywhere and most vans had living quar¬ 
ters built in. 

Some of the cost sting for the better riders 
is absorbed by commercial sponsors whose 
products the ring announcers are not ad¬ 
verse to mentioning. 

And the announcers are professional. 
Take the time when six packs of hounds pa¬ 
raded into the ring at one time. Students 
from Eton walked in with their beagle pack 
and mounted huntsmen and whippers-in 
brought in packs of harriers, foxhounds, 
harehounds, bassets and bloodhounds. 
Prince Charles came into the ring to greet the 
huntsmen and was liberally pawed by most 
of the hounds. The prince didn't seem to 
care. 

Then the hounds were all taken to the far 
end of the ring by the huntsmen. The whip¬ 
pers-in at the other end of the ring called and 
maybe 150 hounds broke as one. It was a 
canine mix-up beyond compare but the ring 
announcer's comments made the sorting out 
great fun. Strangely enough, not one hound 
fight erupted. A pair of beagles dashed into 
the grandstand to sit happily in spectators' 
laps and watch the melee. 


Carriage Club continued 



Alvin, Peggy and other members of the 
Carriage Club of America had member's 
badges for the show. These badges opened 
doors to the choice parts of the grounds. 
Members could loll on chairs around the ring 
sipping slightly cool English beer or—if they 
wanted—stronger drink from the bar. There 
were facilities for elaborate sit-down meals 
in the members' dining tent at tables covered 
with linen and set with silver. The food, the 
drinks and the special membership pass 
weren't cheap but they were first cabin. 

Bernard Mummery, a silversmith from 
Windsor, watched over the trophies and 
every night packed them away, each in its 
own wooden box. The Windsor show has 
solved the trophy problem which vexes less¬ 
er competitions. No winner gets to keep the 
real silver trophy but he can look at the place 
where his name is engraved. Winners get 
ribbons and some prize money although 
such things aren't discussed. 

Money made or lost by the horse show is 
not discussed either. The program—which 
costs £3 (about $7)—says that since 1944 
when the show was first held £13,060 has 


been distributed to charity. How much is 
that? Well, the pound has fluctuated a bit. 

There are some 24 different kinds of clas¬ 
ses in the Windsor Horse Show including tent 
pegging and those often-noisy classes where 
braying donkeys are shown both in hand and 
pulling carts. There are more open jumping 
classes—over 25—than any other and hunt¬ 
ers showed both over fences and as hacks. 

One learns that a hunter who hacks may 
not be a horse who jumps or ever gets near a 
foxhound. Hunter hacks are something like 
American Saddlebreds sans the flowing 
manes and action. Working (i.e. jumping) 
hunters are another matter even if some of 
them are huge creatures with draft blood in 
heavy doses. 

Devon and the Windsor horse show have 
something in common in that there are ex-

hibits of goods all over the place. You can 
buy a new carriage, a van, riding clothes or a 
new or used saddle right there on the 
grounds. There are over 110 exhibits, mostly 
commercial. The best bet was the big white 
tent put up by BMW where there seemed an 
unlimited supply of vodka. 

For royalty watchers, the Windsor show is 
the place to go. Wherever you turned there 
was Prince Philip, the Queen or a member of 
the royal household wandering around al¬ 
most like everyone else. Americans, used to 
seeing the president buried amid Secret Ser¬ 
vice and local cops, had a real experience. 

During the cross-country phase of the 
driving competition held on the landscaped 
and extensive grounds of Windsor Castle 
the Queen, with her head in a scarf, drove 
her own Landrover or trudged about on foot. 
Only a young plainclothesman accompanied 
her. 

The Queen—who rides sidesaddle, some 
say, almost daily—and her family were hav¬ 
ing fun with horses. And so were the 280 
Americans who came to England to watch. 
Especially that hamessmaker's pigeon—Al¬ 
vin Rosenberg. □

Report 


meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
May 27,1980, at the home of J. William Boni¬ 
face in Bel Air, Md. 


The president, J. William Boniface, called 
the meeting to order at 10:15 p.m. following 
dinner at his home. 


Present were: J. William Boniface, Frank 
A. Bonsai Jr., William G. Christmas, Fendall 
M. Clagett, Hal C.B. Clagett, Kimball C. 
Firestone, Janon Fisher III, Jerold C. Hoff- 
berger, John B. Merryman, Betty Shea Mil¬ 
ler, John C. Mobberley, Douglas R. Small, 
Katharine M. Voss. 


Absent were: Mrs. Richard C. duPont, 
E.P. Taylor. 

The president said first order of business 
would be the election of officers. The floor 
then being opened for the office of president, 
Mr. Christmas nominated Mr. Small. Mr. 
Bonsai seconded the nomination. There be¬ 
ing no further nominations, Mr. Small was 
elected unanimously. Mrs. Miller then nom¬ 
inated Mr. Firestone for the vice-presidency. 
After being properly seconded, he, too, was 
declared elected by a unanimous vote. Mrs. 
Miller was then nominated for secretary- 
treasurer by Mr. Hal Clagett and was de¬ 
clared unanimously elected. 

Mr. Carter next read the following state¬ 
ment: "Because of OTB on the Preakness, 
exact figures for Pimlico's Maryland Fund 
cannot be computed until New York notifies 
Pimlico as to the exact amount due. Charles 
Heise, Pimlico's comptroller, refuses to give 
us an unofficial figure because in 1979 he 
says New York reported one figure and sent 
another. If we are to await New York's check 
to Pimlico, it may take several weeks, ac¬ 
cording to Maryland racing commission sec¬ 
retary, Jimmy Callahan. This will delay our 
bonus checks. My suggestion is to compute 


Pimlico's Maryland Fund money without 
OTB. Then when the OTB check does arrive, 
it can be added to our Maryland Fund ac¬ 
count which is maintained by the Maryland 
Racing Commission." There was consider¬ 
able discussion on this recommendation, 
Mr. Hoffberger noting that the MHBA serves 
in a fiduciary capacity for all Maryland 
breeders and that Carter's proposal would 
reduce breeder income because inflation 
would lessen the value of each dollar before 
that money would be distributed in 1981. 
Mr. Christmas noted that the amount of 
money in question was quite small. Mr. 
Mobberley urged that the checks be com¬ 
puted as quicldy as possible "because the 
breeders need the money right away—not 
two months from now." The Carter recom¬ 
mendation was then approved on a motion 
by Christmas, seconded by Mobberley. 

Carter next read a letter from Laurel's 
president, John J. Mooney, in which he out¬ 
lined that track's Maryland Fund stakes pro¬ 
posal for its 1980 meeting. No action was 
taken on the proposal, it being pointed out 
that this matter should be referred to the 
MHBA's Maryland Fund Advisory Commit¬ 
tee. But there was an expression of apprecia¬ 
tion for Mr. Mooney's early submission of 
his stakes proposal, the Board noting that 
Laurel does not begin its meeting until Oc¬ 
tober 20. 

Mr. Merryman asked whether Larry Ab- 
bundi had submitted his stakes proposal for 
the Marlboro meeting which opens Septem¬ 
ber 8. When told that he had not, Merryman 
said he didn't think Laurel's stakes should be 
approved until Marlboro's had been acted 
on. There should be a sequence in the pat¬ 
tern of stakes, he said. This cannot be accom¬ 
plished unless the programs are considered 
in chronological order. He said his recom¬ 
mendation would be to write to Mr. Abbun- 
di, requesting an immediate stakes schedule 
for the Marlboro meeting. There was general 
agreement on this sentiment. Mr. Fendall 
Clagett then moved that all racing secretaries 
be requested to submit their Maryland Fund 
stakes proposals at least five months in ad¬ 
vance of their meetings. Mr. Christmas sec¬ 
onded the motion which passed unanimously. 

Mr. Carter next read a letter from T. 
Courtenay Jenkins in which he requested a 
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$1,690 contribution for the Eastern National 
Livestock's Junior Horseman of the Year 
contest which will be held at Timonium on 
September 26. This money would be spent 
as follows: $1,000 scholarship to the Junior 
Horseman of the Year, and $690 to the top 
judging teams and top 20 individuals. On a 
motion by Christmas, seconded by Bonsai, 
this donation was unanimously approved. 

Another letter seeking a donation was 
read by Carter. This letter (signed by Amy 
Fry Leber) requested a $250 donation which 
would cover one-half the cost of a 4-H horse 
finalist's trip to Chicago for the National 4-H 
Congress. Ms. Leber asked that the annual 
commitment of $250 be made for a three-year 
period. On a motion by Christmas seconded 
by Mrs. Miller, this donation was author¬ 
ized. 

Mrs. Miller then proposed a commenda¬ 
tion for Mr. Boniface, the retiring president. 
She said the minutes should note that "dur¬ 
ing the two years of Billy's presidency the 
association has made great advances. We 
have profited by his administration, and for 
this we wish to commend and thank him." 
Hal Clagett seconded the commendation 
which then passed unanimously. 

There being no further business before the 
Board, the meeting adjourned at 11:20 p.m. 
on a motion by Fendall Clagett, seconded by 
Hal Clagett. □

Crow's Nest, originally catalogued and subse¬ 
quently withdrawn from Alfred G. Vanderbilt's 
seven-horse consignment to the Fasig-Tipton 
Horses of Racing Age Sale on April 22 at Belmont 
Park, became a stakes winner just a month after 
his intended sale. The 4-year-old son of North Sea 
and the Hill Prince black type producer Ivory 
Tower distinguished himself by his initial stakes- 
winning performance in the second division of the 
City of Baltimore Handicap. 

With the defection of four entries there was no 
show betting as Crow's Nest, at 109 pounds, en¬ 
joyed a one to five pound advantage over his three 
rivals. Breaking from the number one position, he 
saved ground behind the pacesetter Isella, who 
went six furlongs in a meet-topping 1:09% before 
tiring in the late stages of the eight and a half 
furlong stake. As Isella faded, trainer Bobbv 


Suggs' charge took the lead at the top of the 
stretch and opened up a daylight advantage over 
T. V. Hill. But Suggs had neglected to warn jockey 
Carlos Barrera, aboard Crow's Nest, of a slight 
problem exhibited in the past by his mount—pull¬ 
ing himself up before the finish. In the midst of the 
stretch run, Barrera felt Crow's Nest begin to slow 
down, a move simultaneously coordinated with 
T.V. Hill's late run. Barrera did manage to get his 
horse moving again in time to stave off the chal¬ 
lenger's late rally and win by a half-length. Third 
behind T.V. Hill was Isella, six lengths back. Run¬ 
ning time was 1:42%, two-fifths of a second slower 
than Skipper's Friend's first divisional winning 
time. 

Ivory Tower is also the dam of the graded stakes 
winner Scrimshaw ($175,865), winner of both the 
Sussex Turf and Bernard Baruch Handicaps, as 
well as five other winners: Tower of Strength 
($41,718), Tall Order ($30,594), Intellectual Snob 
($23,386), Survey ($10,900) and Sanctum Sanc¬ 
torum ($8,962). The 20-year-old mare also has a 
2-year-old Hoist the Flag colt, Hy the Colors. Sag¬ 
amore Farm sold the mare in foal to Damascus for 
$55,000 to Tom Gentry at the 1978 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky Fall Sale. 

Although Crow's Nest is North Sea's first added- 
monev winner from three racing crops, the 11- 
year-old graded stakes winner of $237,206 has had 
the stakes-placed Skagerrak and Ply the Sea.

Skipper's Friend continued 

While Dave's Friend is regarded as the pro-tern 
sprint leader in New York by virtue of his three 
added-money scores at Aqueduct this spring, his 
stablemate Skipper's Friend has also distin¬ 
guished himself in 1980. Although he may not be 
second in earnings among all active Maryland- 
bred campaigners, as is Dave's Friend, this chest¬ 
nut 4-year-old son of Friend's Choice and Steel 
Time, by Centime, has triumphed in two black 
type outings this year. His latest stakes win came 
on the concluding day of Pimlico's 61-day meet. 

After fashioning a one-length victory in the Goss 
L. Stryker Handicap, restricted to Maryland- 
breds, last February, Skipper's Friend's initial 
open company added-money decision came in 
the first division of the $25,000 City of Baltimore 
Handicap. Carrying second highweight of 112 
pounds, the Robert L. Beall-trained homebred 
gained a four-length advantage after two furlongs 
and was never headed. By the stretch call the 
margin was extended to five lengths. As he went 
under the wire he was 10 lengths the best. Second 


in the field of seven was Knightly Marvin, four 
lengths ahead of Dear Rossi. Running rime for the 
mile and a sixteenth handicap was 1:41%, four- 
fifths of a second off the track record set by Archie 
Spears more than eight years ago. 

Comparing the stakes-winning stablemates, 
owner-trainer Beall stated, "I think he's just as fast 
as Dave's Friend. He's just starring to learn how to 
run and beginning to act like a racehorse. He's 
matured a lot, but he's still very erratic." 

A son of Crimson Satan, Friend's Choice raced six 
years and was a winner of seven allowance races 
and one maiden contest, earning $50,169. He is 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Robert L. Beall and stands 
at their farm for a $2,500 live foal fee. Dave's 
Friend and Skipper's Friend are his 1980 stakes 
winners. 

Steel Time, herself a winner of $17,760, is the dam 
of five starters, all winners, including Going Ba¬ 
nanas ($31,148), Festive Queen ($25,433), Spike 
($14,678) and Salt Queen ($4,720). She also has a 
2-year-old full sister to Skipper's Friend named 
Jamie's Friend.

Quad's Double, a $30,000 chargeback at the 1977 
Eastern Fall Yearling Sale, has earned more than 
three rimes that price. In Suffolk Downs' Me¬ 
morial Day Handicap he achieved stakes-winning 
status for the first rime, registering a two and 


three-quarter length upset over 3-10 Rise Jim. In 
doing so, he enabled jockey Roger Danjean to 
complete a riding feat of three stakes wins in as 
many days. 

As Lowell Premier rushed out of the field of five to 
set the pace in the six-furlong handicap, he was 
closely pursued by Quad's Double. Rise Jim, a 
five-rime career stakes winner, found himself in 
the unaccustomed third position down the back- 
stretch after he had swerved leaving the chute. 
While he gamely sought to make up ground, 
Quad's Double moved swiftly to the front, open¬ 
ing up a comfortable advantage. Down the home- 
lane, he had little trouble fending off the choice's 
challenge. Zamboni finished two lengths behind 
Rise Jim for third. The race was run in 1:10%. 

Quad's Double is the second added-money win¬ 
ning produce from the Traffic Judge mare Traffic 
Note. She, an earner of $17,095, is a half-sister to 
Real Note, bv Cohoes, winner of $288,960, includ¬ 
ing the grade III Quaker Handicap on two occa¬ 
sions. The 14-year-old mare's other get include 
Mousam River ($41,597), a three-quarter sister to 
Real Note and winner of the Young Ladies Hand¬ 
icap, Pay the Fine ($30,555), by Wise Exchange, 
and four other starters, three of them winners. 

The deceased sire Quadrangle campaigned three 
seasons, scoring in the Belmont, Wood Memorial 
and Travers Stakes as well as the Dwyer and 
Lawrence Realization Handicaps and Pimlico Fu¬ 
turity. He amassed earnings of $559,386 and begot 
such added-money earners as champion Susan's 
Girl, Square Angel, Lexington Park, Quadratic 
and Smart Angle. Smart Angle is the leading ac¬ 
tive Maryland-bred money winning campaigner.

Among the six horses defeated by Lively King in 
Pennsylvania's richest race, the $150,000-added 
Pennsylvania Derby, was Temperence Hill who 
finished fifth, beaten more than 11 lengths. The 
significance of Lively King's Derby win wasn't 
fully appreciated until Temperence Hill won the 
Belmont Stakes, paying $108.08—the biggest mu- 
tuel payoff in that race since Sherluck returned 
$132.10 in 1961. Lively King's victory marked the 
second time in as many runnings that a Maryland- 
bred has won the Pennsylvania Derby, Smarten 
having won the inaugural edition of the race last 
year. 

Trainer Leon Parker Jr. started working for Down- 
ie Bonsai (father of Lively King's owner-breeder) 
in 1946 as a groom and has never been off the 
Bonsai family's payroll. During that time he 
worked primarily on the Bonsais' Mantua Farm in 
Glyndon but five years ago became the farm's 
trainer. The week before Lively King's Derby 
score, Parker had seen his colt win the Keystone 
Stakes only to be disqualified and placed second 
for bumping in the stretch. Seeking to make 
amends, Parker, the man who delivered, raised 
and broke the son of Tentam and the South Amer¬ 
ican classic winner *Vit Reina, by Vitelio, found 
the ideal spot for his charge in the Pennsylvania 
Derby. 

Breaking from the fourth post position in a field of 
seven, Lively King assumed control after four fur¬ 
longs, steadily drawing away as the race pro¬ 


gressed. By the top of the stretch he was on the 
lead by three lengths as Mutineer moved up to 
challenge Stutz Blackhawk for second. Through 
the homelane jockey Chris Baker reminded Lively 
King of his task, keeping him clear of any trouble. 
Mutineer outfought Stutz Blackhawk in the deep 
stretch to finish second by a neck. Running time 
for the nine-furlong race was 1:48%, one and four- 
fifths seconds off Smarten's stake standard. 

*Vit Reina, the Argentine 1966 champion 3-year- 
old filly, was purchased by the partnership of 
Frank A. Bonsai Jr. (owner-breeder of Lively 
King), Will Farish and Marshall Jenney at the 1973 
Keeneland Fall Sale for $50,000 while she was 
carrying a foal by the recently deceased sire Hoist 
the Flag. Two years later the partnership was dis¬ 
solved, *Vita Reina being bought by Bonsai for 
$20,000 at the 1975 Keeneland Fall Sale. Utilizing a 
share in Tentam jointly owned with his stepmoth¬ 
er (Alberta Bonsai) he sent the mare to Windfields 
Farm to be bred. The mating produced Lively 
King. *Vit Reina, now 18, has out stakes-placed 
Sahsie ($48,611), the Hoist the Flag filly bred by 
the partnership, Lively Queen, an unraced 2- 
year-old filly by Roberto, a yearling filly by Ten- 
lam and a Cyane colt by her side. This spring she 
was bred back to Tentam. 

Last year Tentam had seven stakes winners and 
was ranked 29th on the Leading Sires listings, his 
first such honor. He has three added-money win¬ 
ners in 1980, including Bold Josh and La Voy- 
ageuse, and he holds down 24th position on the 
Leading Sires rankings. The 11-year-old son of 
Intentionally and the Tim Tam mare Tamerett 
stood the 1980 season for a $15,000 fee.

Suffolk Downs' $20,000 Helena Handicap pro¬ 
vided the stage for the Maryland-bred distaffers 
Googoots and Skagerrak as they stole the spot¬ 
light from seven other contestants. In a duel com¬ 


mencing at the top of the stretch, with Googoots a 
head in front of Skagerrak, the two raced side by 
side through the final furlong. As they went under 
the wire, Googoots had drawn away to a length 
and a half decision. Two and a quarter lengths 
behind Skagerrak was Kagee Atkins. Googoots' 
six-furlong winning time was 1:11%. 

The Helena was the second added-money victory 
for the 4-year-old daughter of Bold Favorite and 
the *Tudorka mare Bundle of Love, she having 
scored in the $25,000 Mill Race Handicap at Key¬ 
stone last March. The John P. Wenner Jr. charge is 
a half-sister to two Big Brave winners—Love 
Bucket ($55,249) and Preakness Dawn ($5,184). 
Bundle of Love, an earner of $38,430, was stakes- 
placed, having finished second in the 1969 Chry¬ 
santhemum Handicap. The 15-year-old mare also 
has a 1977 Favorecidian colt and a 1978 Best Turn 
filly. 

Googoots' sire Bold Favorite, a quadruple stakes 
winner of $248,739, posthumously finished tenth 
last year on the Maryland general sires listings. It 
was a personal best for him with over $730,000 in 
progeny earnings. The son of Bold Ruler and the 
Embrujo mare *Favorecida II was 13 years old 
when he died in February, 1978. 

In a 12-day span three Maryland-breds captured 
stakes at Suffolk Downs. Quad's Double, winner 
of the Memorial Day Handicap on May 26, was the 
first state-bred to score at the East Boston race 
track during this skein. Two days later, Googoots 
tallied in the Helena Handicap and, lastly, King's 
Fashion defeated Quad's Double to take the Wil¬ 
liam Almv Jr. Handicap. Skagerrak's second place 
finish to Googoots in the Helena, mentioned pre¬ 
viously in this write-up, upped the total to four 
Maryland-breds collecting black type at Suffolk in 
recent weeks.

Equaling the fastest six-furlong time (1:09%) of the 
Suffolk Downs spring meeting was Mrs. Richard 
C. duPont's talented sprinter King's Fashion. 
Competing in the inaugural edition of the William 
Almy Jr. Handicap, the 5-year-old bay King's Bish¬ 
op gelding engaged in a speed duel with Quad's 
Double, winner of the Memorial Day Handicap 
held just 13 days before over the same track. 

The Almy Handicap was essentially a two-horse 
race as the two Maryland-breds swiftly opened up 
a sizable lead between them and their four oppo¬ 
nents. Lapped on each other almost from the 
start. King's Fashion began to lug in on Quad's 
Double in midstretch. Jockey Manguel Rujano re¬ 
sponded with a left-hand whip which prevented 
his mount from interfering with his rival. Al¬ 
though a foul claim was lodged by the runner-up, 
it was quickly dismissed by the stewards. Third 
was Cabin's Pride, six lengths back of Quad's 
Double. 

The dam of King's Fashion, Maid of Fashion, is a 
half-sister to Kelso, who now stands third in all- 
time earnings behind Spectacular Bid and Af¬ 
firmed. The winning Mongo mare is the dam of 
Go On T.V. ($68,121), Alpha Delta ($38,500) and 
the unraced 3-year-old Arts and Letters filly 
Height of Fashion. She died in 1977 after produc¬ 
ing four foals. 

King's Bishop, with just four foal crops to race, 
has already established himself as a leading sire. 
Just 11, the son of Round Table and the Fleet 
Nasrullah mare Spearfish is the sire of 11 stakes 
winners. Currently he is 24th on the General Sires 
List. He stood the 1980 season at Windfields Farm 
for $25,000 live foal. 

King's Fashion is a 100 per cent homebred product 
of Mrs. duPont's Woodstock Farm, both his sire 
and dam having campaigned in her colors of gray 
with yellow disc, collars and cuffs. 


ago. I had my blacksmith put this shoe on her, and 
had him turn the inside of it to my specifications to 
protect the injured area.

He stood at 
Green Willow Farms near Westminster until 1975, 
when he moved first to Cherbry-Maurlyn Farm 
and then to The Homestead Ranch in Anson,

Rolling Mill, a full sister to Spot Two ($145,690), 
who won the Milady and Queen Anne Handi¬ 
caps, brought $35,000 at the 1978 Eastern Fall 
Yearling Sale. In just seven starts, all this year, she 
has surpassed her purchase price as well as having 
distinguished herself in stakes competition. The 
3-vear-old daughter of Hagley and the *Cavan 
mare One Spot is a winner of $48,069, including 
the sixth edition of Bowie's Queenstown Stakes. 

Nosed out in her last decision, Keystone's Trevose 
Stakes, Rolling Mill was not to be denied bv her 
eight fillv rivals. Sprinting clear entering the back- 
stretch, the Richard W. Delp charge increased her 
advantage through the homelane to score by three 
and three-quarter lengths over her entrvmate 
Running Around, a $200,000 yearling purchase.

Single Day For Bowie 

Pimlico's program of May 20 was run for 
the benefit of the Bowie race course which, in 
effect, meant that Bowie had a one-day 
meeting at Pimlico. There were no Maryland 
Fund races run on May 20. Five races that 
day were, however, won by Maryland-breds 
which were sired by Maryland stallions. 

Bonuses for the program of May 20 were 
computed on the single day handle of 
$897,380. Breakage on that program generat¬ 
ed $246.66 for the Fund. 

Total Fund revenue was $9,220.46 of 
which 55 per cent ($5,071.25) was assigned to 
purses and 45 per cent ($4,149.21) to awards. 
The awards were divided $2,600.17 to breed¬ 
er bonuses, $1,300.08 to stallion bonuses and 
$248.96 to the MHBA as a service charge. 

Since there were no Fund races on May 20, 
the entire $5,071.25 generated for purses has 
been carried over to Bowie's summer meet¬ 
ing where it will be distributed in Maryland 
Fund purse money.

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Reported. . . 

■ Shown on the cover was Irish Sweetheart, 
winner of Maryland's first $10,000 harness 
stakes. The winner of the Lord Baltimore 
Stakes was depicted with her owner, R.B. 
Browne Jr., trainer-driver Frank Ervin and 
Laurel Raceway's president, Dick Hutchison. 

■ Don Reed in his column "The Racing 
Scene" commented upon the Maryland 
Jockey Club's decision to rebuild at its pres¬ 
ent location rather than transfer its activities 
to Laurel. "Ever since an attempt was made 
two years ago to get the legislature to grant 
permission for a combination of Pimlico and 
Laurel racing at Laurel, the topic has been 
one of greatest interest to racing followers, 
not only within the state but all over the 
country. Due to protests from various Balti¬ 
more businesses and civic groups and the 
opposition of the Bowie race track manage¬ 
ment, the move was killed by the legislature 
but there have been persistent reports and 
rumors ever since that Pimlico still wanted to 
move to Laurel and additional rumors that 
some sort of compromise might be reached 
with the opposition enabling the Maryland 
Jockey Club to go through with its original 
plan. However on June 17, Henry A. Parr III, 
president of the Maryland Jockey Club, sent 
a letter to the Maryland Racing Commission, 
following a special meeting of Pimlico's di¬ 
rectors, stating that a decision had been 


reached to continue racing at the Pimlico site 
and outlining the club's position in the 
matter." 

■ Elkridge, the iron horse, achieved yet an¬ 
other milestone as he surpassed the $200,000 
earnings mark. Entering his tenth season of 
racing, the Maryland-bred steeplechaser 
had the distinction of having fallen only once 
in over 105 trips to the post. Purchased as a 
yearling by the late Thomas Hitchcock from 
his breeder Joseph F. Flanagan, the bay 
gelded son of Mate and Best by Test was sold 
to Kent Miller in the Hitchcock disper¬ 
sal, after winning his debut in Hitchcock's 
famous green silks. Foaled at Country Life 
Farm, Elkridge accounted for nearly every 
major stakes steeplechasing had to offer. The 
two-time 'chaser of the year, who retired 
with $230,680 in winnings from 123 starts 
and victories in 27 stakes, was enshrined in 
Saratoga's Racing Hall of Fame in 1966. 

■ The 1950 yearling sales picture followed 
substantially that of previous years. The 
Breeders Sales Company started the year's 
eastern sales July 24 with a four-day vendue 
of 407 yearlings . . . The Saratoga sales of the 
long famous Fasig-Tipton Company was to 
begin August 8. 

■ Joseph B. Kelly reported on the results 
from Laurel Raceway, the state's leading

harness racing track. "Laurel Raceway con¬ 
tinues to show the way in harness horse 
circles in Maryland. Although crowds and 
betting totals did not soar quite as high as 
some thought they might through the first 
eight nights of the 1950 meeting, the figures 
still surpassed last summer's. The statistics 
after eight programs at Laurel indicated a 
nightly average of $283,166 as compared 
with last year's $221,360 for the similar per¬ 
iod. This represented an increase of 21 per 
cent." 

■ Joe H. Palmer in his regular column re¬ 
ported on the 1950 yearling market. "An ac¬ 
cepted index to the state of racing's prosper¬ 
ity is the sale of yearlings at Keeneland and 
Saratoga, but there are doubts in this comer 
as to whether it should be. The lowest state 
of the market in modem times came, for 
instance, in 1932, when racing was begin¬ 
ning its greatest expansion, and in 1942, 
when it was entering its richest era. In 1932 
the average for the nation was $567, and by 
the time these yearlings had attained racing 
maturity, new tracks were opening, new 
states were adopting racing, and the earning 


possibilities of horses were growing rapidly. 
In 1933 the number of racing days had 
jumped by more than 200, and the number of 
races had increased by nearly 2,000. In 1942 
the average was a ruinous $636. This doesn't 
look lower than $567, but it actually was, 
because in 1932 a dollar was a fairly hard- 
won object and it was worth something. In 
1942 this wasn't wholly true. Well, in 1942 
the nation's purse distribution was a trifle 
over $18,000,000. In 1943, when these year¬ 
lings came to racing age, the purse distribu¬ 
tion jumped by nearly $500,000, and the fol¬ 
lowing year it rose to over $29,000,000. It 
rose every year since until 1949, coming to a 
staggering $54,000,000 in 1948, and then 
dropping by a couple of million. But with 
purses going steadily up until the end of 
1948, the yearling market reached its peak in 
1946, when the national average, for 1,279 
yearlings, was $5,929."

Right Or Wrong Isn't The Point

at can you do when you get fouled by a newspaper or a television network? 


The best thing, I guess, is to stay quiet and swallow. Nothing pleases the media 
more than controversy, and too many reporters value a "hot" story above justice. 

Take the Washington Post and CBS's "60 Minutes." 

Their coverage of the medication issue was a ridiculous exaggeration to people 
who understand the problem. But not one person in 1,000 fits into that category. The 
other 999 believe what they read or what they see on TV. 

Consequently, the racing industry faces the prospect of federal legislation which 
would outlaw Bute, Lasix and all other therapeutic drugs. With 999 voters out of 1,000 
feeling that horsemen are crooks, why shouldn't Congress respond with an appropri¬ 
ate law or two? 


I, personally, have great sympathy for the bleeder who won't bleed when given 
Lasix. Without Lasix, he'll still race, dropping to shorter races at smaller tracks where 
he'll run for lower claiming prices. And when he can't win at the bottom rung, he'll go 
to the killers. That's reality and not, probably, what the humane society is striving for. 
The "humane" people preach green fields and long vacations—an absurdity for 95 per 
cent of the owners who have claiming-class geldings which bleed. 

But one of the rules of survival is knowing when you're beat. You don't have to be 
beat fair and square. Just beat. 

I think the proponents of medication should recognize this larger issue—survival 
of the game. What it comes down to is that we're getting murdered by prejudiced media 
coverage. So let's end medication while racing still exists. Once the feds get hold of us, 
we'll be like a bone gnawed down to nothing.
